. HAT this Fund ſhall be for the uſe 

and advantage of thoſe Churches 
only, that go under the denomination of 
PARTICULAR BAPTISTS. 


N. B. By PanTIOVLA® BAPTISTS are in- 
tended, thoſe that have been folemnly immerſed 
in water, upon a perfonal confeſſion of faith; and 
who profeſs the Doctrines of—Three Divine 
Perſons in the Godhead—Eternal and Perſonal 
Eleftion—Origimal Sin—Particular Redemption 
Efficacious Grace in Regeneration and Sancti- 
fication — Free Juſtification, by the Imputed 
Righteouſneſs of Chriſt—and the Final Perfe- 
verance of the Saints—according to the Confeſſion 
of Faith that was publiſhed in London, by the 

Calviniſtic Baptiſts, in the year 1689.

The Treaſurers ſhall give proper 
ſecurities to the Truſtees for all monies, 
either in their hands, or in their names, in 
the Publick Stocks; that ſuch money may be 
given, up, or applied as the Managers ſhall 
direct: and they ſhall alſo ſubmit their Ac- 
counts to the examination of the Auditors, 
whoſe approbation ſhall be their full diſ- 
charge.

as Students on this Fund but ſuch as are
